‘TROYES, France. — A promi- 
nent French attorney and ap ul- 
traconservative priest are Leip 
in a legal battle that hinges Ὁ, 

the question whether or not the 
Jewigh people are responsible 
for the crucifixion of Jesus. - 

The case, a $2,080 bel suit, 
was debated passionately on 
Monday, and Troyes Judge Pierre 
Bondoualre has set the next 
court session for October 21. 

Attorney Jacques Isorni in 
1967 published a book, “The True 
Trial of Jesus.” 

On the basis of legel and his- 
torical research, Mr, Isorni main- 
tained that Jesus was condemn- 
ed and crucified under Roman 
law as an alleged leader of the 
guerrilla war against the Ro- 
man occupation and not because 
he claimed to be the son of God. 
The book asserted that the Jews 
never accepted Jesus’= claim to 
divinity and regarded him as an 
imposter. 

In an article published seven 
years later, Father Georges de 
Nantes, 50-year-old leader of a 
splinter group in the French Ca- 
tholic Church, attacked Mr. 
Isorni and the book. He accused 
the attorney of “falsifying the 
New Testament” in order to 


clear the Jews of their “guiit™ 
in the death of Christ. 
“T will not say that Isorni is 


an agent of Israel in ihe 
church,” Father ‘de fantes 
wrote, “but I do say t in 


this great eternal trial of the 
Jews against Jesus and the 
church the Jews, he. 
opted for the Jews and against 
their victim.” 

‘Whereupon Isorni brought suit 
against the priest.

Mihajlov, a former university 
decturer and the son of White Rus- 
sian emigre parents, said at the 
hearing that the articles first ap- 
peared in the United States and had 
not been written especially for the 
two publications. 

Sources pointed out that the 


criminal code prescribes “‘severe im- 
risonment" for any Yugoslav in- 
volved in hostile activity against the 
state who contacts foreign or τὰς 
fugee group or helps them perform 
a hostile action.
